Sec. 245. Any person who shall fail, neglect, or refuse to comply with or 
who shall violate any of the foregoing rules and regulations of the board of 
health or who shall resist or interfere with the said health authorities or agents 
thereof in 'the performance or discharge of his or their duties, as provided in 
these rules and regulations, shall for every such offense, upon conviction thereof 
in a summary proceeding before the mayor or any alderman of the city of 
Johnstown wherein said offense was committed, bo sentenced to pay a line of 
not less than $0 nor more than $100, with costs, except as hereinbefore provided, 
to be recovered in the manner prescribed by law for the recovery of flues and 
forfeitures under city ordinances.
